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One of the despairs of those 
who serve the deaf, and that includes 
most of the protninent deaf people, is 
that they are too often misquoted 
and misunderstood. 

Since the far-off days when the 
hoi poUoi interchanged, with more or 
less inaccuracy, the statements shout- 
ed from the forum, men have suffer- 
ed from garbled versions of the 
honest, useful, truth. 

In nine cases out of ten the intent 
has been wholly devoid of guile; but 
the results have been damaging or 
exasperating jtist the same. 

Even a shining jewel can not be 
passed around from hand to hand 
without dimming its lustre; then 
why expect the expressed opinion of 
any one person to go through a series 
of interpretations by various individ- 
uals, without considerable or com- 
plete alteration of its meaning and 
intent. 

Accuracy in repetition, no matter 
how honestly attempted, is next to 
impossible; because the mental con- 
cepts of different people will usually 
be as varied as the number of people 
involved. 

Years ago there was a parlor game, 
called "gossip/' which was quite 
popular at social parties given by the 
deaf. The point of the game was 
that a leader make some slightly 
complex statement to the first person 
in a line or circle of say twenty per- 
sons. As we remember, in the many 
t^sts we witnessed, there was not a 
single instance where the original 
5^tatement was accurately repeated 
at the end of the line. In most 
cases, it was totally different. 

So it can readily be seen that 
variety of ability in human com- 
prehension, and not malice, is the 
catuie of the perverted stories that so 
frequently give annoyance to the 
persons concerned. 

Everyone deplores thoughtlessness 
and error, and most people are will- 
ing to palliate the inevitable results. 
But all people should condemn 
viciotis designs that misrepresent 
and injure. 

At the same time, constructive 
criticism should be welcomed. 

A good rule to follow is to 
1 1 ways question ill reports before 
showing resentment, and if possible 
get the whole truth at first hand, 
rather than be fooled by the shreds 
that form the refuse of a number of 
irresponsible repetitions.

November 30, 1918 — After the 
passing of the first wave of the 
S(>anish Influenza and the School 
uneflfectetl by it, there was cause 
to rejoice. But the return of a 
second siege struck the school the 
latter part of last week. Early this 
week there were ninety-eight eases 
and the total up to date has been 
106. The hospital was about full 
A<lditional n ureses were hired, and 
some of the ladv teachers acted as 
night nurses. Some ot the teacliers 
were also taken down hy th(^ m ili- 
dy— -Mr. Zell, Mr I'liarles, Miss 
Carrie Jones and several others — 
and during the week Superinten- 
dent Jones was laid up with a sever-e 
cold, and he remarked that his 
absence to greet the pu[>ils at their 
Thanksgiving <linner is the the first 
time in his twenty-foui* years as 
head of the School. The pupils 
were again quarantined. All chajiel 
exercises and public meetings have 
been (liscontinued for tbe time 
being. Thus there were no socials 
f(tr the pupils in the afternoon ami 
evening entertainment on Thanks- 
giving Day. The missing of the 
latter is the first that we have any 
reeo! lection of since 1868, 

One of the little bo\ s, a first year 
[uipil, died Monday morning from 
pneumonia. His parents were with 
him when he paHsed away. 

A numt>er of the city schools 
have again been dismissed on ac- 
courrt j>f the Flu. and the puiuls of 
iheSehool for tbe Blind, those not 
sick, have been sent home to r^e- 
main till after the holiday vacation 

Tlie tiest thing the people en joyed 
on Tluitiksgivinir Day was the piece 
de resiskince, turkey, with the usual 
accompaniments for dinner. They 
came near missing the bird 
though. The Board of Administra- 
tion had ordained that all the State 
Institutions h\n one should feast on 
|)ork or chicken, th« exception 
beuig the Home for Old Soldiers al 
Sandusky. 

TIte School has plenty of chickens, 
but some of them too valuable to 
feasi on; so a suffleient number of 
number of these fine bTds, eight 
in number, were sold, bringing \i\ 
eiu)ugh to buy Ihirtysix tut keys. 
One of the prize chickens brought 
$27 50, another 1^5, and the rest 
$10 aud $5 each.
